ORDNANCE NOTES, 


A definitely-crystallized compound of iron and 
tungsten has, it is reported, been discoverea in Ger- 
many, the crystals being so hard as to scratch topaz. 
Tungsten is a brittle white metal, almost as beavy 
as gold. The crystals, remarks the Paper Trade, as 
formed by its combination with iron, in the propor- 
tion of one atom of iron to two of tungsten, are 
silver gray, and very brilliant. [t is thought that 
when tungsten is alloyed with steel some of the com- 
oa just described is formed in the mass, there- 

y producing the remarkable increase in the hard- 
ness of the steel.

NOW AND THEN. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue following extract from Cavalry Drill Regu- 
lations willshow how Cavalry now is not taught 
first principles: 

Now—" To gatber a horse "*—Par. 294, Drill Regulations— 
“Close the knees gradually and gentiy, at the same time 
turn the little finger toward the body. This isto attract 
the attention of the horse,andto prepare himto move 
= oat his first motions be neither too abrupt nor too 
slow. 

[tis a well known rule, that the leg from knee up is 
closed, and knee never opened, and the movable part 
of leg is below knee; so the above amounts to noth- 
ing for preparing a borse for motion. 

Then—" To gather the horse’—Par. 335, Cavalry Regula- 
tions of 1841—“* Elevate the hand slightly, drawing i* at the 
same time toward the body, and close the legs. 

This, as every one knows, prepares the horse for 
moving at command, by lowering wrist, while the 
firat instruction does not. Closing the legs accord- 
ing to sensibility of horse (calves not heels), makes 
the horse “squirm over his centre of gravity,” 
ready to meve at command. “Closing the knees” 
does nothing. Banehor says: “What musician 
could draw melodious sounds from an instrument 
without haying exercised his flogers in handling it ? 
He would certainly, if he attempted such a thing, 
produce only false, discordant sounds, and the 
same thing occurs in- horsemanship when we under- 
take to make a borse execute movements for which 
be has not been prepared.” 

Attention to the requirements of old Cavalry Rezu- 
lations will make better drilled horsemen than now. 
First principles cannot be neglected.

U.S. REVENUS OU1LTER SERVICE. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has issued regula- 
tions governing the admission of cadets in the 
Revenue Marine service. Candidates must be be- 
tween 18 and 23, unmarried, capable of passing a 
satisfavtory physical and mental examination and 
must serve a probationary term of two years, dur- 
ing which time they will be required to pursue a 
prescribed course of study, and to perform such 
duties on board ship or elsewhere in the service as 
may be assigned them by proper authority. There 
are pow fourteen vacancies in the grade of third 
lieutenants. The department had hoped to fill these 
with the surplus graduates of the Naval Academy, 
but the Navy has absorbed all the graduates for the 
past two yearr, and it bas consequently been de- 
cided to go back to the old practice of appointing 
cadets directly to the Revenue Marine Service with 
the view totheir promotion to third lieutenant after 
their probation. 

It is understood to be the intention of the Treas- 
ury Department to limit all future appointments as 
cadets in the Revenue Marine OCorpsto young men 
who have received an academic or collegiate course 
of education. The course of instructicn aboard the 
cadet practice shir will be purely practical. ' 

The Secretary ui the Treasury is authorized by 
law to appoint cadets in the Revenue Marine Corps, 
but no provision is made for education. The advo- 
cates of the present scheme contend that it is quite 
practicable for the Secretary of the Treasury to ar- 
range with the 8 »oretary of the Navy for the detail 
of alimited number of Revenue Marine cadets to 


take the Annapolis couse. The expenses of the 


latter at Annapolis would be less on the Treasury 
Department, it is said, than if the Secretary of the 
Treasury attempted ‘to maintain these cadets ata 
school of its own. Legislation, however, would be 
necessary before this could be done. 

It is understood that the steamer Chase, now laid 
up at New Bedford, will be putin commission in 
course of a month, and will be used almost exolu- 
sively as a practice vessel for cadets,

more.

THE TEN YEAR ENLISTMENT LAW. 


THERE is but one opinion at the War Department 
regarding the Proctor ten year enlistment law and 
that coincides with the opinion that prevails 
throughout the Service—-it isa most injurious piece 
of legislation and should be repealed, the quicker 
the better for the true interests of the Service. If 
any doubts have ever existed in the minds of the 
Officials as to the universal unpopularity of the 
measure all such notions are dispelled by the 
large number of petitions for its repeal presented 
through the medium of the Army AND Navy Jour- 
NAL. Secretary Lamont has not yet expressed any 
opinion for the reason that he has not given the 
subject attention. There is no reason to fear 
that he will not earnestly join in the popular demand 
for the repeal of the obnoxious law. The depart- 
ment commanders and all their subordinates who 
make reports have dwelt upon the subject in their 
annual reports, each pointing out the baneful effects 
of the law and urging repeal. These reports have 
sinee been strengthened by the receipt of the petitions 
containing nearly eight thousand names, forwarded 
by the JourNAL, and by the forcible remarks of the 
Commanding General, the Adjutant General and 
Inspector General in their respective reports in ad- 
vocacy of the repeal. Secretary Lamont will un- 
doubtedly concur in these views, and with the 
whole Service, from the Secretary down, a unit on 
the demand for repeal, and both Houses in fall 
sympathy politically with the administration, it is 
only reasonable to assume that that the obnoxious 
measure will be removed from the statute books if 
no other military legislation is accomplished by the 
present Congress. When the present session first 
convened we consulted with most of the members 
of the two military committees and without excep- 
tion found them in favor of the repeal, provided the 
War Department asked for 1t. It only remains for 
the matter to be brought formally before Congress 
by the War Department. But for the general un- 
derstanding that the special session was to be de- 
voted almost exclusively to; financial legislation a 
special message would probably have been sent to 
Congress by the War Department. The matter 
will not come up now until the regular session be- 
ginning in December next. 














COMMANDS FOR NEW NAVY VESSELS. 


CONSIDERABLE interest is taken just now in the 
matter of commands for the new vessels which 
will be placed in commission in the near future. 
Within a few weeks the Castine, Montgomery and 
Marblehead will be ready for commission, and by 
January 1 the Columbia and Olympia will be 
ready for their officers. Before the end of the 
present fiscal year the four Navy Yard ships, the 
Maine, Texas, Cincinnati, and Raleigh, it is now 
promised, will be ready for active service, making 
nine new vessels in all which will be added to the 
commissioned list within the currvunt fiscal year. 
This is the largest addition made to the Navy in so 
short a space of time, and the authorities will have 
to do some close figuring to officer and man all of 
these ships. Indeed, under the present organiza- 
tion it is *difficult to see how full complements for 
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each ship can be provided unless other vessels are 
placed out of commission. This, of course, will be 
necessary in certain cases. The Alert, which has 
just arrived at San Francisco from the China sta- 
tion, has been ordered out of cemmission, and the 
Lancaster and Marion will also soon be ordered 
home from the same station, but the number 
gained from this source will only partially make up 
the crews for the new ships, and other vessels now 
cruising will have to be ‘‘ laid up” before it will be 
possible to commission all of the new ships. It 
was never the intention, according to the authori- 
ties, to keep all the vessels authorized for the new 
Navy in commission, the idea being to have the 
larger corps for service only in case of emergency. 
At the same time the intention apparently is to 
place each new ship in commission for a short per- 
iod while the ‘‘ breaking in ” process is going on. 

In our Naval Gazette this week will be founda 
list of the nine new vessels nearing completion, with 
with the mames of the commanders decided upon 
and other probable commanders. The command- 


’ ing officers of the Columbia, Marblehead, Mont- 


gomery, and Castine have all been selected, and 
the officers named are now on duty ia connection 
with the inspection of the vessels pending their 
completion. It is also practically settled that Oap- 
tain Kane will be selected for the command of the 
Maine, and Oaptain George W. Ooffin for the com- 
mand of the Olympia. Both of these are Cap- 
tain’s commands, as are also the Zexas, Cineinnati 
and Raleigh. The captains available for sea duty, 
and from which selections will in all probability be 
made for these ships are Oaptains F. J. Higginson, 
J. R. Bartlett, Merrill Miller, and Henry Glass. 
Oaptain Albert Kautz has also a broken cruise, and 
will probably soon be ordered to sea. He is men- 
tioned as a possible succession to Oaptain Sicard, 
whose termof sea duty will expire the latter part 
of next month. 





THE much entangled case of Passed Assistant 
Engineer W. A. Mintzer is still farther complicated 
by the action of the last medical board, which 
passed judgment upon his qualifications for promo. 
tion. As previously stated in the JouRNAL, the 
medical board sitting in connection with the Ea- 
gineers Examining Board at Philadelphia decided 
that he was pbysically disqualified for promotion. 
He was then ordered before the regular retiring 
board at Washington. This board held that he was 
not incapacitated for active service. He was next 
ordered before the medical board sitting in connec- 
tion with the line officers promotion board with the 
view to his physical examination for the second 
time preliminary to promotion. This board after a 
two weeks’ session has reported that he is disquali- 
fied for promotion because of his intemperate hab- 
its, but qualifies its finding with the statement that 
if he left liquor alone he would be qualified for act- 
ive service. Two of the three members take this 
view while the third votes for his promotion. This 
further embarasses the case from the fact that the 
board does not limit itself to the physical examina- 
tion, but goes into questions of morals, which hith- 
erto has always been passed upon by the boards 
conducting the professional examination. The 
board in question, however, contends that the fol- 
lowing provision of law of Aug. 5, 1882, gives them 
the same power to pass upon questions involving 
drunkenness as boards entrusted with the menta] 
examinations: ‘‘Whenever on an inquiry had 
pursuant to law, concerning the fitness of an officer 
of the Navy for promotion, it shall appear that 
such officer is unfit te perform at sea the duties of 
the place to which{it is proposed to promote him, by 
reason of drunkenness, or from any cause arising 
from his own misconduct, and having been inform- 
ed of and heard upon the charges against him, he 
shall not be placed upon the retired list, and if the 
finding of the board be approved by the President 
he shall be discharged with not more than one 
year’s pay.” The case is now before Secretary 
Herbert. 


In the second of a series of articles on ‘‘ Ship 
Building in America” the Engineer calls attention 
te the fact that during a short season of two hun- 
dred and twenty-eight days of open navigation 
ninety per cent. as mueh tonnage passes through 
the Detroit River as enters the ports of London and 

















Liverpool together during an entire year of three 
hundred and sixty-five days. This comparison is 
based on the figures for 1890 when 21,684,000 tons 
passed through the Detroit River, 13;480,267 enter- 
ed and cleared at Liverpool and 10,941,800 at London, 
or a total of 24,422,567 tons for the last two ports. 
The daily average at Detr-it was forty per cent. in 
excess of that of the two chief cities of Eagland 
combined. The yalue of the Detroit River com- 
merce for 1890 was $342,522,290, and the tonnage 
of our lakes is about one-third of that of the whole 
United States. During the two hundred and 
twenty-three days of open navigation in 1892, 12,- 
580 vessels of 10,642,200 tons register passed through 
tha Sault St. Marie Canal, while the total navi- 
gation of the Suez Oanal during the three hundred 
and sixty five days was 8539 vessels of 7,712,028 
tons. On an average more than six times as many 
vessels pass through the Sault St. Marie Oanal 
daily as through the Suez Canal. The actual 
freight carried through the Sault St. Marie in 1892 
was 11,214,833 tons. Most of this commerce has 
grown up since the war, the traffic of the Soo Canal 
being last year twenty six times what it was in 1865 
when the total tonnage was 409,062. It is a source 
of satisfaction and pride to know that the water- 
ways bearing ihis immense commerce, so vital to 
the prosperity of our country, are uader the control 
of the officers of our Engineer Oorps. Col. and Bvt.- 
Brig.-Gen. O:lando M. Poe, U. 8. A., is in charge at 
Detroit, and it is clear from the colossal figures of 
the business so largely dependent upon his zeal, 
energy and fidelity to duty, that he does not find 
staff duty strictly ornamental. It is fortunate for 
the Army that it can place such men in positions 
where their sterling qualities necessarily command 
attention and thus secure respect, not alone for 
them but for the Service they represent. 





A PROJECT is on foot to secure a uniform law gov- 
erning the right of soldiers to vote at all general 
elections. 





THE lyceum seasons and schedules at several gar- 
risoned posts are now being arranged for the course 
of 1893 94. We trust our recent suggestion that the 
many excellent professional essays prepared and 
read during the season may be given a wide pub- 
licity in some comprehensive form. The benefit to 
the Service will be great, and we feel sure the credit 
to the authors, will be equally so. 





At the recent review of German troops at Metz 
by Emperor William, says a despatch, groups ‘of old 
soldiers of 1864, 1866, and 1870-71, each headed by a 
leader and banuer of their war veterans’ society, 
wended their way to the Jeld, a three miles’ march 
from the railway station, and were assignsd an in- 
ner position to that occupied on the ground by the 
grand stand, to view the troops and themselves be 
inspected by the Emperor. [n all these functions 
the old German soldier is given a place of honor. 
They certainly in Germanyare neither so foolish 
nor 80 callous as to neglect dead or living heroes. 








SURGEON-GENERAL STERNBERG, U.S. Army, and 
Dr. A. CO, Bernays, of St. Louis, had flocked together 
and were discussing gunshot wounds in the lower 
part of the body, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. Dr. Bernays greatly interested Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Sternberg by a proposition he laid down that 
when a man isshot in the abdomen shortly after 
eating a hearty meal the danger is much greater. 
“ Applying that theory to soldiers?” remarked the 
Surgeon-General tentatively. “{ would say they 
ought to do their fighting before breakfast,” put in 
the specialist. 


Tue Indian Rights Association, under permission 
granted it by the Indian Department at Washing- 
ton, is about to send a party of the Navajo Indians 
on a visit to the Bast, under the care of Lieutenant 
E. H. Plammer, 10th U. 8. Infantry, Acting Indian 
Agent, so that the gross ignorance of a certain 
number of them as to the power of the Government 
and the advantages of civilization might be dis- 
pelled. Lieutenant Plummer made a4 suggestion to 
this effect, and the Department expressed its entire 
sympathy with the project, but confessed its inabil- 
ity, through lack of funds, to meet thecost. The 
association raised the sum of $624.50 to pay expenses 
and Lieutenant Plummer expects to start with eight 
Navajo Indians for a visit. to the World’s Fair about 
Oct. 9. The Navajos are in the main a well dis 
posed and intelligent people, but a portion of them 
are more or less troublesome through their ignor- 
ance. It is the opinion of their agent that this irri- 
tation, which if unattended to, threatens perhaps 
serious trouble in the fature, can tet be allayed by 








attacking this ignorance, which is 1ts real root. 





Govusyorn Patrisoy, of Panasylvania, has! in- 


formed the Dedication Committees of the Battle 
Monuments that his staff will attend the dedication 
of the monument Oot. 19, and present the bronze 
memorial tablet given by the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


At Gettysburg, Pa., on Oot. 5, will be raised the 
flag of the United States at the headquarters oocu- 
pied by Major-General Meade during the memor- 
able battle, and on the same day the equestrian 
statue to that distinguished officer will be dedicated. 
The light battery of the 3d U. S. Artillery at Wash- 
ington Barracks will be present and aid in the cere- 
monies.

THe President, as anticipated in the JoURNAL 
some weeks ago, has renominated list Lieutenant 
W. P. Edgerton, 2d Artillery, to be Associate Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics at the Military Academy, to 
date from July 1, 1898. This overrules the decision 
of Acting Secretary Grant to the effect that Pro- 
fessor Wright's commission, bearing date of March 
21, 1893, permanently fixed his status, notwithstand- 
ing the ruling of the Attorney-General that the 
office did not exist until July 1. Io his message to 
the Senate on the subject, the President refers to 
the previous nomination and says: ‘This action was

GENERAL Westey Merairtt, U.S. A., isa recent 
visitor in New York Oity, and is quoted by the New 
York Jimes as saying to one of its reporters: 


I should like very much to witness the foreign reviews" 
but, in point of fact, United States Army officers are 
barred. I believe I was the cause, innoceally, you may be 
sure, of all this. When in commend of the Dapartment o 
Missouri, in 1889, I got together a large number of meu and 
bad an interesting departmental review tbat attracted 
some attention. Of course, foreign Army olticers were not 
invited to be present, and they took umbrage at what they 
considered a slight on the part of our Goverament. Frag 
that time to this no American officers have been iavited to 
witness the annual manw@uavres in Europe. Toere wasa 
deal of correspondence between the Dapartment of 
State and foreign Cabinets on the subject, but it came to 
naught. 

On the Indian question, he is quotei as saying:

RECENT DEATHS, 

Taz Maine Commandery of the Loyal Legion, in 
an obitary notice of the late Colonel Albert Tracy,

Infantry, 
who died Sept. 16, at Fort Niobrara, Neb., was a 
veteran officer whose service dated from April, 1861, 
when he joined Co. G, 2d Ohio Infantry Volunteers, 
asa private. In December, 186[, he was appointed 
2a lieutenant of the 30th Ohio Volunteers aud at- 
tained the grade of captain in September, 1863. He 
was mustered out in August, 1865; was appointed 24 
lieutenant, 331 U.S. Infantry, in July, 1866; trans- 
ferred to the 8th Infantry in 1869; promoted ist 
lieutenant in 1872,and captain April 19, 1886. His 
service, therefore, with the 8th Infantry, was close 
on toa quarter of acentury. For his gallantry at 
Vicksburg, Atlanta and Fort McAllister he received 
the brevets of lst lieutenant, captain and major in 
the Regular Army, and the brevet of lieutenant- 
colonel of volunteers for “ valuable and constant 
services during the war.” 


Miss Saran M. Hupson, who died at Boston, 
Mass., Sept. 23, was a daughter of Capt. Wm. L. 
Hudson, U. 8. N., who died Oct. 15, 1862. 


Tuomas STEVENS COLLIER, who served in the 
Navy during the war, and was afterwards mate and 
Boatswain, U. 8. N., died suddenly at New London, 
Conn., Sept. 21. He had quite a taste for newspaper 
work and literary work in general, and was Secre- 
tary of the New London County HGistorical So- 
ciety. 


Mr. NATHANIEL CATLIN, who died at Brooklyn, 
New York, Sept. 26, in his 99th year, was father of 
Gen. Ieaac 8S. Catlin, U. S. Army, and father-in-law 
of ex-Secretary of the Navy B. F. Tracy. His father 
was Nathaniel Catlin, formerly of Hartford, Conn., 
a distinguished soldier of the Revolution, who mar- 
ried Miss Decker, daughter of the founder of 
Deckertown. 


LIEUTENANT SALATHIEL M. Crostey, U.S. Rev- 
enue Marine, died Sept. 16, at bis home at Kent’s 
Hill, Me. The deceased had to bia credit an excel- 
lent war record as an officer of the Navy, in which 
heserved as Mate from 1863 to 1871. In later years 
he has been physically incapacitated for active 
duty, and at the time of bis death he was on wait- 
ing orders. He leaves a widow. 


Dr. EDWARD WARREN, who died recently in Paris, 
was acting surgeon-general in Lee’s army during the 
Peninsula campaign, and afterthe war went back 
to Baltimore. He went abroad afterwards, and be- 
came surgeon-general in the Khedive’s army. The 
great French physician Charcot induced him to set- 
tie in Paris, and there Dr. Warren had a large prac- 
tice among distinguished people, and receiv the 
cross of the Legion of Honor. 








BIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


The only business of interest to the services trans- 
acted by either house of Congress this week, beyond 
the introduction of bills, was the adoption by the 
House Military Committee, and subse quently by the 
House, of the following resolution of inquiry: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of War be requested to re- 

ort to tre House what part of the Army of the United 
States bad in the opening of the Cherokee strip on Sept. 15, 
1893, and under what orders, and whether said orders were 
notated, and whether any outrages were committed by 
the soldiers upon any citizens of the United States. 

Anticipating the adoption of this resolution the 
War Department telegraphed a copy of it early in 
the week to Gen. Miles to thoroughly investigate 
the matter. Insp. Gen. Heyl has been assigned to 
the duty.

A TRIBUTE TO COURAGE AND HUMANITY. 
Genera! Orders No. 419. 
Navy DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, Sept. 23, 1893. 


Tus cyclone which recently swept over the 
Southern Atlantic seaboard, carrying devastation 
and ruin in its path, visited the U. 8. naval station 
at Port Royal, South Carolina, on the 37th and 28th 
of August last, with unusual severity, destroying 
life and doing great damage to property, both within 
the precincts of the station and iv the surrounding 
country, and leaving without food or shelter num- 
bers of families of enlisted men of the Navy, and 
pptevess in the service of the Government and 
others. 

In view of the a and duration of the storm, 
with the attendant loss of life and property, and 
the courage and fortitude displayed by those who 
were unfortunately exposed to its violence, it 1s 
deemed proper that a public acknowledgment be 
made of the important service rendered by cflficers 
and enlisted men of the Navy, and employees of the 
naval station at Port Royal, on that occasion. 

But for the prompt measures adopted by Captain 
L. A. Beardslee, U.S. Navy, commandant of that 
station, to meet the dangers of the emergency when 
the island, on which the naval station is situated, 
was inundated by the sea in the midst of the storm, 
and the invaluable assistance, so cheerfully rendered 
by the ladies of the families of the two officers re- 
siding on the island, in providing shelter, food, and 
clothing, for the homeless and destitute, and iv car- 
ing for and alleviating the sufferings of the sick and 
injured of this demoralized community, the misery 
tollowivg in the track of the hurricane would have 
been even more widespread than it was. 

It appears from areport concerning this storm, 
made to the Department by Captain Beardslee, that 
8 most deplorable consequence of its fury was the 
death by drowning of Dr .W. G. Hazel, apothecary, 
an old and faithful servant of the Government, 
whoce death in a gallant attempt to save others, ex- 
em plifies his character, as shown during his long and 
useful career. 

Israel E!liot, commandant’s steward, and John 
Broadapax, commandant’s cook, during the height 
of the hurricane, waded, up to their necks, in the 
fierce sea which swept the island, to a falling house, 
and with a lighter which they, with others, had se- 
cured, rescued from drowning about twenty women 
and children, and landed them in a place of safety. 
Middleton Grayson, coxswain; Jerry Green, lands- 
man; Laurence Green, landsman, and Peter Brown, 
first class fireman, stayed by the steam launches in 
which they were stationed, endeavoring to save 
—_ until they narrowly escaped going down in 

em. 

The conduct of the Marine Guard, in charge of 
First Sergeant Michae! Gallager, was most praise- 
worthy. When the island was inundated, the ma- 
rines waded to and fro through the flood, which was 
driven by the wind into seas so dangerous that many 
ay oe were overthrown and drowned by them, do- 

ng their utmost to preserve life and property. 

The same report of the calamity shows that valu- 
able assistance was rendered on this occasion by 
Civil Engineer George Mackay, Surg. H.C. Babin, 
Messrs. G. B. Stratton, Juan Jeminez, J. Hardin 
Jones, Emil Diebitch, J. H. Disher, machinist, and 
L. L. Bennett, landsman, and that they, with the 
force of enlisted men at the station and the Gov- 
ernment employees, without exception, behaved ad- 
mirably, and were untiring in their efforts to render 
assistance to those in danger and to rescue property 
= destruction, in many cases at great personal 
risk. 

Where devotion to duty is so general, and the re- 
sponse to the appeals of the unfortunate victims of 
disaster so prompt and efficient, it is difficult to 
select any individual for especial commendation, 
but to all those whose names are mentioned in this 
general order the thanks of the Department are 
hereby tendered. -

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CASE OF OAPT. HIGGINSON. 


WE give the substance of the correspondence be- 
tween Capt. Francis J. Higginson, U. 8. N., and the 
secretary of the Navy concerning the order reliev- 
ing him from the command of the Atlanta : 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 24, 1893. 

gin: On the 28th of May, 1893, while engaged in protect- 
ing American interests in a foreign port, I was most unex- 
pectedly and summarily relieved from the command of the 
0.8.8. Atlanta before the expiration of my term of sea 
‘I'he order for my removal was dated May 13, the 
day after I sailed from New York, and no cause 
for a punishment which in all times and in al! navies bas 
peen rarely inflicted and only for the gravest offences. 

I was thus, while absent from my country, and whilein 
the earnest performance of my duties, struck down with- 
out trial, without question or chance for explanation, and 
without any assigned cause. Reports, apparently emanat- 
ing from the Navy Department, and widely circulated in 
the pubiic pripte, have accused me of delaying the depart- 
ure of the Atlanta from New York. The Department 
know, from the testimony of Admiral Gherardi and Capt. 
Bridgeman, that these reports are utterly false, and yet, as 
far as I know, they have been allowed to eo unchallenged 
and uncontradicted by the Navy Department. The gen- 
eral public, however, taking mv detachment in connection 
with these reports, believe that I am guilty of delaying the 
ship, and that I have been deprived of my command for 
that reason. 

Knowing myseif to be innocent of any actual or intended 
cffence, feeling that a great injustice has been done me, and 
venturing to believe that the Department now recognizes 
the fact that it acted bastily and withouta full knowledge 
of the circumstances, I respectfully request, not as a favor, 
but as an act of justice, that I be returned to the command 
of the U. 8. 8. Atianta at the earliest date practicable.

Str: Replying to your letter of the 29th ultimo, you are 
already thoroughly informed of the causes whicb induced 
your removal from the command of the Atlanta. * * 

In conversation you were informed by the Secretary that 
your appeal to a subordinate officer had exercised a con- 
trolling influence in the matter of your removal, and that it 
reguired explanation. It was easy for you to explain if you 
desired to doso. Instead of making an explanation you 
made a demand for restoration to command of the Atlanta, 
in which you ignored the matter of this telegram to the Bur- 
eau of Steam Engineering. and you preceded your demand 
with language which the Department deems disrespectful. 

The Department does not, at present, propose to order a 
Court-martial upon you.

la reference to the charge of disrespect in my letter of 
June 241 basten to assure the Department that no disr 
spect or discourtesy was intended. My desire was simply t 
express in a respectful manner my innocence, and to re- 
quest upon that ground a restoration to my command. 


CAPTAIN HIGGINSON, New York«, July 14, 1893, 
| Extract.] 


“I was asked by Lieut. Hunt how soon [I could be ready 
to sail.” I replied, “As soon as coaled.” That promise was 
literally kept, and the Atlanta sailed on Friday, the 12th of 
May, at 6.30 P. M.,.and as soon as the coal ligbter left the 
sbip’s side, [Witnesses to this fact are named and the defi- 
ciencies of the Atlanta in stores, etc., are enumerated. ] 

In regard to the making of a‘*’ number of demands ” be- 
fore sailing, it will be remembered that when the Atlanta 
was ordered to sail immediately, she was insufficiently sup- 
plied with stores. 

A due regard, therefore, for the efficiency, health and 
comfort of my eommand, and a proper provision against 
future contingencies, made it my duty to endeavor to ob- 
tain everything needed before sailing, which duty I did not 
hesitate to perform. 

In making these requests for stores I respectfully submit 
there was nothing improper or unreasonable, nor can it ia 
justice be regarded as evidence of a disposition not to com- 
ply with my orders. [felttt my duty to make known the 
wants of my vessel, and to leave to the Department the pro- 
priety of supplying them. 

My telegram to Eowr.-in-Chief Melville was sent without 
my having seen the Department's telegram of May ll ora 
copy of it. Even the telegram sent by Admira! Gherardi to 
the Department at 8 P. M.on May 11 leavesa doubt upon 
this point. 

My telegrrm to Engr.-in-Chief Melville was sent from on 
board the Atlanta on Friday morning, May 12, before my 
visit to the Philadelphia, so that whether I did or did not see 
the Secretary's dispatch (of which I have no recollection) on 
board the Philadelphia subsequently has no bearing on the 
case. Had I seen this original telegram before sendiog mine 
to the Engineer-in-Chief my respect for the authority of the 
Secretary of the Navy wouli have prevented me from tak- 
ing any further action in the matter. 

My despatch to the Engineer-in-Chief was intended to be a 
personal appeal to him to get our boilertubes on board if 
possible before we sailed,!and not, as interpreted at the Navy 
Department, to detain tie ship for that purpose. Not think- 
ing that anyone would misinterpret my motive,I perhaps 
paid too little attention to the wording of this telegram, and 
it allowed of a misinterpretation among those not person - 
tily acquainted with me. It was sent, however, with the 
most honest intentions and entirely in the interestof the 
efficiency of my command, 

in regard tu sendjng personal communications from offi- 
cers on duty to chiefs of bureaus either by letter or by tele- 
graph, I beg leaye to state that the practice is quite common 
inthe Navy,and that I did not imagine thut I was doing 
anything either wrong or unusual, When great despatch is 
mquired, or explanations needed, these communications 
otten expedite the public business, and I venture to assert, 
subject to correction if wrong, that every chief of bureau, 
Dast or present, has received and answered such communi- 
cations without reference to the Secretary of the Navy. My 
Object was simplv to provide forthe future contingencies 
oft my service and not to thwart or obstruct the views or 
wishes of the Secretary of the Navy in any way. 


SECRETARY HERBERT'S FINAL ‘REPLY. 


In reply to this (Aug. 15) Secretary,Herbert states 
that there was no reason why the explanation of 
July 14 should not have been sent earlier instead of 
the letter of the 24th of June, “the tone of which 
was highly offensive ’’ and which failed to accept 
the offer of a court of inquiry and demanded a re- 
turn to the Atlanta. The Secretary then says :

Your let- 
ters of July 7 and M4 are, however, respectful and apolo- 
getic in tone, and the Department, not doubti your sin- 
cerity, accepts your disclaimers of any intentional disre- 
spect in your former letters. 

Capt. H. is told that he should haye kept himself 
informed of the telegrams sent from the Depart- 
ment concerning the movements of the Atlanta, 
all of which indicated its desire to hurry the ship 
away. The requests for stores, coal and money 
were perfectly proper, but not those for more offi- 
cers and a je eye ay apparatus, and when the 
demand for boiler tubes was once pointedly denied 
the private telegram to the Chief of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering should not have been sent. 


“The Department, knowing the condition of the ships 
then lying in New York Harbor, had selected the Atlanta to 
meet an emergency. It knew the number of officers on 
board and the general condition of the ship. Its judgment 
was that the Atlanta could make the cruise officered as she 
= and with her boilers as they were, as she subsequently 
“This request, however, and that for a photographic out- 
fit, ee quite unusual in such an emergency, were not 
of themselves considered to be of controlling importance ; 
but, of course, such demands when taken in connection 
with the two despatches about the boiler tubes, seemed 
significant. 

“ The original request for boiler tubes was made directly 
to the Department telegram of May 10” 

Tbe Department believed when it removed you from 
command of the Atlanta that you were fully cognizant of 
the contents of its despatch, in which tre request for boiler 
tubes was explicitly refused, before you sent the telegram 
appealing to asubordinate, Engineer-in-Chief Melville, not 
to let the Atlanta go without them. Your sending this 
communication direct to the chief of a bureau upon whose 
advice the Secretary 1s in the habit of acting was in the face 
of paragraph 1, art. 1608, Navy Regulations. 

“The Devartment accepting as true yourassurance is free 
to say that you would not bave m removed from com- 
mand of the Atianta bad it known at the time that you had 
not seen and that you did not know the contents of its des- 
patch above referred to, although it would have held you 
to be gravely at fault for not knowing, as you ought to 
have known before sending such a telegram, what the re- 
ply of the Department had been, ; 

‘It certainly was a vain thing for the Department to be 
sending a despatch to Admiral Gherardi, ‘Atlanta has eight 
boilers, six perfect condition, two defective; all can be 
used; the ship can go around the world with two boilers 
* * * Attanta must not delay on account of tubes,’ if the 
commanding officer of the Atlanta can plead ignorance of 
the despatch, 11 is to be observed that on do not charge 
any delinquency upon Admiral Gherardi Or upon the per- 
son who was in charge of the ship while you were ashore. 
Rear Admiral Gherardi stutes in his telegram of May 13 that 
when this telegram was received ‘the commanding officer 
of Atlanta was signalled to repairon board the flag ship. 
The navigator, Lieut. Wilson, appeared and was shown the 
telegram, Capt. Higginson ano executive officer being b th 
on shore.’ It wasthe duty of Lieut. Wilsop,if you were 
not on board looking after the coaling of the ship when the 
telegram was received, to have informed you promptly 
upon your return of its contents, ana he should by all 
means have taken a copy of it. Failing to do this, it was 
your outy, upon returning to the ship, to send at once for 
acopy. Neither Lieut. Wilson's failure to do his duty, if 
he did fail to report correctly to you, nor your failure t> 
understand him if he did, can furnish any excuse to you as 
commanding officer, and the conclusion is irresistibie that 
discipline must have been very loose on board the Atlanta 
if your subordinate, immediately responsible to you, left 
you in ignorance of the contents of a telegram so emphatic 
and pointed as that sent in reply to your request for tubes, 
and quoted above. 

Admiral Gherardi says that you were on board 
the Atlanta on the morning of the 12th, and he 
thinks you then saw the boiler tube despatch your- 
self. ou. do not deny that y= did, and you have 
admitted in your letter that if you bad known what 
that despatch was your respect for the authority of 
the Secretary of the Navy would have prevented you from 
sending the despatch to Chief Engineer Melville. Now, if 
you did see that despatch on the morning of the 12th, 
after you had sent the despatch to Chief Engineer Melville, 
which was at 4.22 of the evening before, it seems that an 
apology for your persistence would have been proper at 
that time. But although you must bave seen that you had 
been guilty of, to say the least, an impropriety, you were 
indifferent and silent. 

Subject to the limitations in this letter the Department 
accepts your apologies and explanations, and the trangac- 
tions berein referred to will not be permitted to prevent 
your being assigned to such duty as your rank entitles you 
to perform when opportunity offers. 

The Department proposes to close this matter here, but 
requests that you will acknowledge receipt of this letter.

Sir: 1. I have the honor to acknowledge the Depart- 
ment’s letter of the 15th instant, informing me that had it 
been in the possession of a full knowledge of certain facts 
in my case, I would not have been removed from the com- 
mand of the Atlanta. 

2. The receipt of this information affords me great grati- 
fication and I respectfully request that I may now be per- 
mitted to complete my term of sea service as captain as 
early as practicable.

THE NANTOCKET’S PERIL. - 


In these piping times of peace it is picasion to 
chronicle a d of heroism or a duty well perform- 
ed; and when either one or the other is acoredited 
to a young Officer of the Navy, ata time when youth 
and merit are claiming recognition at the hands of 
Congress, the task becomes a more than agreeable 
one. The history of the United States has no more 
brilliant page than that containing the victories of 
such men as Decatur and Hull, who were full cap- 
tains at the age that officers now are ensigns; indeed, 
it 1¢ said that unless a man is given responsibility 
= his youth he may never hope to achieve distine- 
on. 

The experiences of the monitor Nantucket, a vet- 
eran of the civil war, and her consort, the historic 
old Kearsarge, have thrilled the country from 
to Florida. The cervette stood by the ironclad as 
long as she could safely do so, but during that 
terrible night parted both hawsers, and was forced 
to leave the antiquated craft alone upon the seas, 
Lieut. Harry H. Hosley, commanding the Nantucket, 
saw at & glance that he was suddenly left upon his 
own resources, and like a true seaman slowed down 
aud faced the storm. 

Before the line had parted, the monitor offered a 
sullen resistance te being towed, and seemed to 
settle back witb each sweep of the sea. On she stood, 
however, with a seemingly passionate desire to bury 
her nose beneath the crest of each wave, rising 
again, however, and shaking off the water from her 
decks. To the men below, the swash of eight or ten 
feet of the Atlantic Ocean overhead was not the 
sweetest musicin the world. Not a man d 
his post, however, though the old monitor began to 
leak at every pore. To windward the sea was a 
mass of black water and fiying spoondrift, which 
cut and stung the fiesh like a whip-lasb; and it look- 
ed as though the old ironclad could not stagger 
along under the tons of water that lay upon her 
decks. She reached Hampton Roads, however, 
forty-eight hours after.
